WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The affirmation 


Of the Monroe doctrine as reported to the 
senate today from the committee on for- 
eign affairs la inch as to Bet the world 
talking and Incur the displeasure of Eng- 


If the senate adopts the committee's re- 


port, » It undoubtedly will, one of the 
inost important pieces of legislation in 
this country's history will have been en- 
acted. 


The Monroe resolution as reported this 


forenoon announces that any attempt to 
secure new or additional territory on this 
continent or any of the inlands adjacent 
thereto, either through force, cession, 
occupation, purchase, colonization or 
otherwise will be looked upon as an lu* 
iringement of the doctrine and that that 
doctrine will be asserted and maintained 
by the United States. It also places con- 
trol of any canal that may be constructed 
connecting the Atlantic and Pacific ocean 
within the protection of the doctrine. 


Nothing could be stronger than this- 


Hot only is it notice to all Europe that 
they cannot advance their possessions In 
America one inch, but it proposed that 
Americans shall henceforth control all 
(Mat public works in the new world. 


The resolution was placed on the oalen 


dar. .,Mr. Gray of Delaware, a member of 
foreign relations committee, stated that 
the report was not a unanimous one. 


THAT PLYING SQUADRON. 


Charts of North American Waters Are 


Given to the Officers.

LONDON, Jan. 20.—The probable desti- 


nation of England's new flying squadron 
and the purpose of its being brought to- 
gether is now partly known. 


The United Press has ascertained upon 


absolutely trustworthy authority that the 
chief commanding officers of the new fly- 
ing squadron of British war ships have 
been supplied with special charts of North 
American waters and the mediterranean 
.region. 


This means that the squadron may be 


•zpected in North American water*. 


The tone of the English press is cot al- 


together friendly to this country. The 
Globe this afternoon in an article con- 
demning the attitude of the United States 
senate committee of foreign affairs, says: 
"The English people will not stand much 
more flouting from anybody, and these 
gentlemen whom we credit with no more 
exalted sentiment than the wish to stand 
well with their Irish constituents may 
very easily find themselves face to face 
with a situation that only could be called 
appalling."

ANNUAL REPORT. 


School Committee Makes Its Annual State- 


ment to the People. 


The annual report of the school com- 


mittee is at hand. Owing to the change 
from town to city government, the report 
covers a period of only ten months ending 
December 31, 18%. The appropriation 
has been slightly exceeded, owing to in- 
crease of salaries, the opening of more 
schools and the increased cost of thp 
evening schools. Plans have been pre- 
pared for new eight-room school buildings 
at Braytonville and on Veazie street, and 
it is believed that new quarters for the 
high sch'ool will be necessary in a few 
years. Of the condition of the schools 
the committee says: 


"Owing to the excitement attending 


the last few weeks of the summer term 
some agents of evil omen were sura that 
our high school had sustained a blow from 
which it could not recover in years. The 
opening of the fall term, however, found 
the school in tbe hands of strong, compe- 
tent instructors, to whom tbe pupils at 
once yielded loyal support. Your com- 
mittee feel that they may be justly proud 
of the condition of the schools this day 
handed over to the new city committee." 


Superintendent Hall's report is excellent 


reading and should be carefully perused 
br all interested in our schools. U shows 
an increase in the number of pupils, while 
the usual large attendance is maintained, 
the average being nearly ninety-lour per 
cent. The work of the high school since 
September 1 has been excellent in spirit 
and creditable from every point of view, 
and the other schools, including the eve- 
ning schools, have done good work. Mr. 
Hall thinks that manual training and a 
business course will soon have to be given 
a place in our school system. The report 
concludes as follows: 


"Our system of public instruction merits 


the attention of every citizen. None are 
too poor to help the cause along and none 
too rich to be relieved from tbe duty of 
giving of their means and fostering care, 
each according to his ability, that the 
schools may prosper and serve the highest 
need of every civilized community—the 
best and equal education of all its child- 
ren. The common school, supported at 
public expense, is worthy of increasing in- 
terest and generous support."

A BOARD OF OFFICERS ELECTED 


Tbe By-Laws In Pull -as Accepted and 


Adopted. Purpose of *he Organization. 


The Subscribers Who will Form 


the Corporation. 


The first meeting of the subscribers to 


an agreement to associate themselves with 
the intention to constitute a corporation to 
be known by tbe name of Fort Massachu- 
setts Historical society was held Saturday 
evening in St John's pariah house for the 
purpose of organizing, adopting by-laws, 
electing officers and transacting other 
business that properly tame before It. 


Nineteen subscribers responded to the 


call issued by Mrs, Mary B. Williams. 
Tbe meeting was called to order by Col. 
Potter, who read the call. On motion of 
Col. 
Potter, Col. -F. S. Richardson was 


chosen temporary chairman. George B. 
Perry was chosen temporary clerk by 
ballot. An oath of office was adminis- 
tered to him by Col. Potter. This pre- 
caution was 'taken so that the organiza- 
tion would be surely legally affected. Tbe 
by-laws that had been prepared were 
then read by the chair and on motion of 
George B. Perry they were acted upon 
separately. Article I, on motion of Rev. A. 
B. Church, was changed so that the word 
clerk would be substituted for secretary. 
Article 2, on motion of S. W. Brayton was 
amended so a& to make twelve members 
constitute a quorum "pt A meeting of the 
society instead of twenty. With these 
two alterations the whole by-laws were 
accepted and adopted. 


It was moved and carried that the chair 


appoint a committee on nominations. 
Rev. 
A. B. Church, George W. Chase.Mrs. 


A. W. Hunter, Mrs George W. Chase,MiSB 
Mary Cady, Mrs. J. O. Goodrich, Mrs. S. 
Thayer were appointed that committee. 
The committee on nominations reported 
the following officers which were elected 
separately .by ballot: President, S. W. 
Brayton; vice-president; Mary Hunter 
Williams; clerk, frank S. Richardson! 
treasurer, Hannah Bates Richmond; exe* 
cntive committee, W. A." Gallup, George 
W. Chase, Mrs. Euglnia Blaoklnton, C. 
H. Cutting and W. G. Cady. 


On motion of F. 8. Richardson the 


treasurer was authori ed to procure a seal 
and purchase such BI pks and stationary 
as may be needed, ft 6 following was then 
carried on motion of* toL Potter: "Voted 
that the executive co, nmittee be and they 
are hereby authorizi I to purchase the 
plot of ground on wh :h old Fort Massa- 
chusetts stood, cental ling about one and 
one-half acres, and to receive on behalf of 
the corporation a ] cod and sufficient 
warrantee/deed therefor. Resolved, that 
the entire cost of said site shall not exceed 
the sum of $3000." The meeting then ad- 
journed. Immediate steps will be taken 
to have the, orgenlzation incorporated, 


Tbe By-Laws. 


The following is a complete copy of the 


bylaws which, will show the purpose and 
workings of the society better than any 
report would: 


Article 1.—Officers. The officers of this 


society shall be a president, a vice-presi- 
dent, a clerk and a treasurer, who shall 
perform the usual duties pertaining to 
their respective offices. Section 2. The 
officers, with five men elected for the pur- 
pose, shall constitute the executive com* 
mittee, which shall have general manage- 
ment of the affairs of the society. Section 
3. The officers and executive committee 
shall be elected by ballot at the annual 
meeting of the society and shall serve 
unt jl their successors are elected. Section 
4. A committee of five shall be appointed 
annually by the executive committee 
from the members of the society and this 
committee shall be called the committee 
on administration and shall devise, con- 
sider and report plans for promoting the 
interests of the society. 


"Article 2—meetings, There shall be an 


annual meeting of the members of the so- 
ciety on the second Saturday of October 
in each year for the election of officers 
and executive committee and for the tran* 
saction of any other business that may be 
brought before the meeting. The time 
and place of holding such meeting shall 
be fixed by the executive committee and 
notice thereof shall be given by publica- 
tion in two newspapers published, in 
North Adams at least seven days before 
the meeting. Section 2, A special meet- 
ing of the members of the society may be 
called at any time by the president or by 
thcj secretory upon the request of any five 
members of the society, and notice there- 
of shall be given in the same manner as 
notice of the annual meeting. Section 3, 
Twelve membersshall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business at the an- 
nual meeting or at a special meeting 
when duly called. 


Article 3—Members and dues. 
Any 


person who has signified his willingness 
to further the objects of this society shall 
become a member upon election by the 
executive committee and the payment of 
dues for the current year. Section 2. The 
annual dues shall be one dollar payable 
on the day of the annual meeting. Mem- 
bers failing.to pay their dues by the first 
day of January in each year shall cease to 
be members of the society. 


Article 4.—Amendments. These by-laws 


may be amended at any meeting of the 
society by a two-thirds vote of those 
present, the amendment having been pro- 
poned at a previous meeting. 
Such 


amendment, however, may be modified 
at the meeting at which it is adopted. 


The purpose of the society is "to pur- 


chase, preserve and improve the site of 
Fort Massachusetts, to collect and pre- 
serve books, documents and manuscripts 
relating to the early history of New Eng- 
land, and to gather and preserve relics 
possessing historical interest.

THE HARDY-ELTON CASE. 


Its Unexpected Turn In Court This Morn- 


Ing. Complainant Absent. 


There was an. unexpected lack of devel- 


opments in court this morning In tbe 
cases of George F. Hardy and LouUe El- 
ton, who are accused of adultery. Lawyers 
Couch and Parkhurst appeared tor the de- 
fendants. The complainant George H. 
Elton, the alleged husband of Louise El- 
ton,did not put In an appearance. Luwyer 
Couch, when the case was culled rose and 
made some startling statement*. 
He 


stated that the man Elton desired the re- 
mainder of the earthly possessions 
of 
the 
•woman 
he 
called 
wife. 


This man he continued, 
has come 


from out of this state into this court 
and atked the assistance of Its strong arm 
to commit blackmail. Falling iu tils pur- 
pose he is now absent and we are told he 
will not return. In proof of his statements 
Mr. Couch submitted that Elton had told 
the chief of police of his desire to obtain 
the money Louise Elton possessed. Then 
the lawyer turned to consider the defend- 
ants. He stated that they were married 
and that sevenryears ago Mrs. Elton and 
her husband were divorced. He under- 
stood that Elton claimed there was a 
technical error in the divorce. This 
the lawyer could not 
refute, 
but 


it was not to be considered now. Mr. 
Hardy, he said, was a man in business and 
this serious suspicion throw n on him and 
the other defendant, by a man, who for all 
that is known about him, may be without 
honor in his own town, should be re- 
moved. He moved, therefore, that the 
defendants be discharged. 


Chief Kendall asked that the complain- 
ant's name be called in court by the clerk 
as he had been summoned to appear and 
prosecute the case. The chief stated that 
what Lawyer Couch had said about Elton 
desiring the money was virtually true. The 
defendant had asked the chief if she 
were compelled to give over her money to 
Elton and the chief said "no, the money 
belongs to you." The name of Elton was 
called in court and there was no one to 
respond to it. Justice Woodhead, who 
was on the bench, thought the case should 
be continued until tomorrow to give the 
complainant an opportunity to appear. 
He might hxre been unable to be present 
today and might return. "And what 
then?" inquired Mr, Couch. "Well," re- 
plied the justice, "if he does not appear 
tomorrow the defendants shall be dis- 
charged." 


MR. ALLEN 
SPEAKS 


On the Work of the Rescue Mission and 


Lodging House. 


S. N. Allen addressed a good sized con- 


gregation at St. John's church last night 
on the work of tbe Rescue mission and 
lodging house, of which he is in charge. 
He began by saying he would be very 
slow to talk about the work if he was 
doing it on his individual account, but it 
lathe work of the people of this city and 
they nave a right to know all about it. 
The method, he said, has the endorsement 
of Bishop Potter and other eminent 
churchmen. 


Mr. Allen described the mission room 


and the lodging house, and told how the 
wood yard is managed, etc. The lodging 
house has accommodations for sixteen 
men; and since November 1 the number 
turned away for lack of accommodations 
'a 145. During the same time 1088 lodgings 
have been furnished and 2482 meals. 
Mr. Allen said these meals 
would 


have 
been 
eaten 
in 
town 
just 


the same if the lodging house had not been 
here, and the people would have paid for 
them instead of those who had them, 
while under this system the benefits paid 
for them themselves. Mr. Allen spoke of 
the mistake it is to feed tramps at the 
door, and said they carry lists of people 
in different towns who never refuse to 
give. Those who give them something to 
eat as they go along are known as fur- 
nishing "hand-outs," while those who in- 
vite them in and give them a meal are 
listed as providing "sit-downs." 


Several instances were given where 


men bad come to tbe city as tramps and 
been straightened op by the infiuences of 
the mission and lodging house. In some 
coses they have been restored to their 
families and in quite a number of canes 
they have gone to work here and become 
self-supporting. In all forty-seven men 
have obtained steady employment. Mr. 
Allen does not think the wood business is 
exactly what should be carried on in con- 
nection with tbe work because it com- 
petes to some extent with the business of 
individuals, but It was the best thing that 
could be adopted when the lodging house 
was established. Some means had to be 
provided by which the men could pay 
their way. 


The audience listened very attentively 


to all that Mr. Allen said and seemed to 
be deeply interested. 


At the close of the address Rev. Mr. 


Tebbetts made a few remarks. He consid- 
ered this work a godsend to North Adams. 
The town has been boomed and is looked 
upon as an exceedingly prosperous place, 
consequently men have flocked here from 
all quarters, many of them honestly look- 
ing for work which they were nuable ti 
get. As a result there would have been 
much suffering here this winter if it had 
not been for the work Mr. Allen is doing. 
In addition to his regular work at the 
lodging house Mr. Allen is doing a great 
deal about town in a general way as a city 
missionary. Mr. Tebbetts said he had 
helped him investigate coses of distress 
and he thinks it will be a great mistake If 
the •work is not made permanent here.

SOCIETY. 


HISTORICAL 


Tb«N was formed in this town Satur- 


day evening a society which should re- 
ceive not only the support and encour- 
agement of all In thin immediate com- 
munity but of all those everywhere Inter- 
ested In the traditions and history of early 
New England. 


This society fa called the Fort Massa- 


chusetts Historical society. It has elected 
officers from a number of our worthiest 
and moat public-spirited oltiiens. Its ex- 
ecutive committee has been directed to 
purchase the site of Old Port Massachu- 
setts, and it is not too much to believe 
that we are soon to ijbow a right appre- 
ciation and right valuation of the precious 
historical site that was the scene of so 
much of the important history ofearly 
Massachusetts. 


A* a community, we can well afford to 


support with unanimity and enthusiasm 
the work of the Port Massachusetts His- 
torical society. The people of Massachu- 
setts will take note of North Adams' ef. 
forts to preserve the land-marks of his- 
tory in Its vicinity, and will give other 
than commercial credit ta the hustling 
new city of Northern Berkshire. 


Success to the new historical society, 


and may its accomplishment be as great 
as its purpose is worthy. 


TRAVELLER'S GUfDE. 


The movement for better railroad facu- 


lties between thi* city and Pittsfleld Is 
finding many supporters,- in fact, just 
about the number of those who chance to 
have any occasion to travel on the Boston 
ft Albany road between this place and the 
shire town. 


The press of Berkshire has very goncr- 


.tlly accorded with sentiments expressed 
in the TRANSCRIPT last week, and the 
. uthorities of the Boston ft Albany road 
at least Know by this time that the people 
of Berkshire are earnestlv demanding 
bomethlng more than they are getting in 
the way of better and more trains. It 
seems difficult to fee how the officers of 
the railroad can ignore the general call 
upon them to do something in the matter. 
If they do neglect their patrons in this 
vicinity, they must expect that those 
patrons will not favor them. 


The Adams Freeman in its last issue 


treats the matter | in the following able 
manner, and ssys In part: 


"The North Adams Transcript strikes a 


popular chord in a word about railroad 
improvement, and treats of the branch 
line of the Boston and Albany railroad in 
trenchant and lucid manner, laying bare 
the inadequacy of the present branch to 
properly supply the needs of this sec- 
tion. 


"Forty years ago, when the line was 


constructed, the needs of this valley were 
not such as to demand a double track or 
a train service of frequence and regular- 
ity in connection with east and westbound 
trains of adjoining roads, bet today with 
the industries that have been raised in 
this valley, the amount of business that is 
being done, impelling better service and 
accommodation, the single track of the 
Boston and Albany branch does not per- 
mit of very extended Improvement of the 
service, and it would seem that the time 
is at hand when the needs of a double 
track are obvious, and with it a new ar- 
rangement of trains that would greatly 
conserve the interests of the people of 
this section. 


"There has been expressed opinions of 


the Boston ft Albany road, also critir ..m 
passed, in which we do not share, because 
•we believe the railroad people intend to 
do the fair thing by this section, knowing 
full well improvement will revert to their 
profit, snd the hesitancy on their part to 
adopt reforms has not been in the spirit 
of niggardliness so much as it has been to 
wait until the need made advisable the 
improvement. That is m stiiot accord' 
ance with wise business methods, and is to 
their credit as managers. 


"Therefore, in connection with this 


commendable spirit of the road, we cor- 
dially agree with the general utterance of 
the Transcript that the time is ripe for a 
betterment of the road, because we be- 
lieve the progress of this section warrants 
it, and whether that improvement comes 
in the form of double tracks or in the 
shape of more passenger trains during the 
day and more freight service after dark, is 
immaterial. We ask President Bliss and 
bis associates to look up the train service 
ef this line and ascertain for themselves ii 
they cannot better that service by a re- 
form in the present train order, or by the 
addition of another track to provide op- 
Iportunity for future reforra and develop- 
ment. Adams will soon increase its popu 
ation by 3000 people, North Adams is 
growing rapidly, as is Pittsfleld, and 
single line track connecting communities 
having an aggregate population of 60,000 
souls, without reckoning in the genera 
traffic from outside, is clearly insufficient 
to warrant satisfaction or furnish the fu- 
ture with means for extension and im 
provement." 


Yesterday's Sunday Democrat took hole 


of the PittsBeld-North Adams railroad 
question in this way: 


"The past week the papers of this city 


and Pittsfleld have taken up the matter in 
a little different direction urging princi 
pally the improvement of the service be 
tween the two Berkshire cities. There Is 
hardly a business man in Berkshire but 
would be benefltted by the improvement 
of the service on the Boston and , Albany 
branch, and If some one would take, up 
the work of pushing the matter all could 
be brought into the movement. There is 
hardly a twenty-mile stretch of the road 
outside of the suburban lines near Boston 
where the passenger traffic is more profit- 
able than between North Adams and 
PitUfleld, and there is therefore good 
Mason for the road's granting improved 
train service if called upon to do so. 


The Sunday Republican speaks of the 


railroad agitation here as follows: 


"The 
railroad talk has spread over the 


most of the northern part of the county. 
It Is claimed the Boston & Albany should 
provide a much better service between 
Pittsfleld and North Adams. This need 
has been felt for a number of years, both 
for ordinary traffic between thetwocen 
ten and for more rapid and direct com 
munlcation with the New York cities 
The Notth Adams lawyers especially fee 
the neglect to provide better service 
During court sessions the North Adams 
lawyer has to start soon after 6 o'clock to 
reach the shire city in season for the 
court opening. When he gets to Pitts- 
fleld he has to wander about the Pittsfleld 
streets hours before the court opens with 
only the milkmen for company."

This is a siza- 
ble increase, but it is believed by Mayor 
Uonghton and those who have studied 
the problem that the large extent of ter- 
ritory to be looked after needs a larger 
force.—Boston Globe.

And Quiet Claims That" Monroe Dootrins Is 


but an AsHrtion. 


WASHINGTON) Jan. SO.— The present In- 


dications ore that the time of the senate 
will be divided this week between the dis- 
cussion of finances and the Monroe (loo- 
trine, the latter to be based upon the 
Davis resolution and the former upon the 
free coinage substitute for the bouse bond 
bill. 


Several senators will speak on the sil- 


ver bill during the weok, and the prob- 
abilities ore that the consideration of the 
bill will not be concluded when the end 
of the week is reached. 
No vote will be 


secured until the Utah senators take their 
seats, but it will come soon after that 
time. The silver substitute is the un- 
finished business, which fact gives it pre- 
cedence over all other matters each day 
after 2 o'clock, rendering it impossible to 
take up the Monroe resolution except dur- 
ing the morning hour, unless by general 
consent. 


The house will devote this week to the 


consideration of appropriation bills, unless 
a move is mtide to recognize tho Cubans 
as belligerents. It is quite probable that 
the question may be presented to the house 
in 8oma shape. The committee on foreign 
affairs has yet proposed no resolution on 
the subject, but there are many Indica- 
tions that the whola question will be con- 
sidered in the house before long. 
The 


urgent deficiency and military academy 
appropriation bills, which are ready, go to 
make up the regular work for the week. 


The UttVla Resolution. 


interpreting the Monroo doctrine has 
caused considerable comment among sen- 
ators and other public men. 
It is known 


that it is the Intetilton of the senate com- 
mittee to make the resolution declare the 
utmost limits to which the Mouroe doc- 
trine oau be applied. 


In answer to tho report that there is 


some opposition to the declaration by the 
United States of what the Monroe doctrine 
covered, it is said by the advocates of the/ 
Davis resolution that every time a ques- 
tion arises in which the Mouroe doctrine is 
involved some foreign government Inter- 
ested makes the point that the Monroe 
doctrine is nothing but an assertion, which 
never has been adopted by the American 
congress or approved by the American peo- 
ple. 


It is claimed that the declaration onca 


formally adopted by congress will settle 
forever the question of foreign aggression 
on the American continent. The reports 
concerning the British flying squadron 
stirred np the friends o( the resolution, 
and they decided that If the reports thai 
It is bound for Bermuda wore confirmed 
that efforts should be made to call np the 
Davis resolution and pass it through the 
senate as soon as possible, even to the' dis- 
placement of the silver bill. It is said by 
men prominent in foreign affairs in con- 
gress that?, England could cot .make a 
greater misfnke than to 


Send Her Fleet ,to Bermuda. 


It is agreed by all senators that the most 


important part of the Davis resolution is 
that which asserts that the United .States 
shall bo the sole judge as to whether flie 
Monroo doctr jjie has ,beep violated ill any 
arbitration or agreement, or in.lhe settle- 
ment of a boundary dispute bettveen a 
for- 


eign government and a government of this 
continent. It is pointed out by those who 
favor this part of the resolution that it 
meets the criticism made to the por ion of 
the president's message stating that any 
agreement between Great Britain and 
Venezuela could not be objected to by the 
United States. 


The D tvls resolution will be presented 


to the senate at once. It may ba 'that it 
will not ba called up for several days. 
These is no doubt that it will be debated 
at length whenever brought before the 
senate, as it is npderstood that considera- 
ble opposition will be manifested to it, 
and especially to that part which makes 
the United States the judge of the validity 
of any arbitration or agreement. It is as- 
serted by the opponents of the resolution 
that such a declaration is bound to lead to 
entanglements. 


Tliu Davis resolution is framed to cover 


not only the case of Venezuela, but also 
that of Honduras, which, it is said, will 
soon engross the attention of the world. 
In the Honduras case it is said that tbo 
claim at Great Britain goes back as far as 
the time of Charles I, whon a grant to cut 
mahogany was given to some woodchop-

BOSTON, Jan. SO.—It was an Intensely 


Interesting story told at the St. John's 
Methodist Episcopal ohHroh in South Bos- 
ton yesterday by Miss Mabel C. Hartford 
of her experiences In the massacre at Ku- 
Cfacng, China, In August last, in which 
nine missionaries were killed and only 
three escaped. She Raid tha message of 
herself and her associates was well re- 
ceived in China, where thousands of in- 
telligent natives have become sincere 
Christians. 


In the Foo Choo conference alone, 


with which she is connected, there ore 100 
native preuchcis In tho conference, with 
several hundred Bible readers and teach- 
ers constantly at work. 
Some of the 


natives are of the third generation of 
Christians, and show the full effect of the 
Intellectual, moral and religions influences 
of the gospel of Christ. 


During the hot season lost year a group 


of a dozen missionaries, with four chil- 
dren, hod gone up into the mountains 
from Foo Choo, and wore resting and do- 
ing literary work. There had for a year 
been a series of threats from a band of 
marauders, who took advantage ot the 


Absence of the Military, 


owing to the war with Japan; but for 
three months before the massacre there 
bad been comparative quiet, aud there 
was no fear among the missionaries. 


Then, on the morning of Aug. IB, they 


•were attacked and slaughtered without 
warning. All but Miss Hartford were 
Church of England people. 
Nine were 


killed and three escaped, and the four 
children wen wounded, one dying the 
•ame night. 


Miss Hartford told with much feeling ot 


the courage and devotion of the native 
Christians during the dreadful time and 
of the sympathy for the missionaries and 
indignation at the assassins by the entire 
heathen community. 
The assassins were 


a band of secret society people, similar in 
spirit to American anarchists, and their 
action was reprobated by the great mass 
of the people. 


Miss Hartford said the experience has 


taught her only the call to be worthy of 
the work for which she was saved, and 
she is to return to the work full of faith 
that God will carry it on gloriously, so 
that the disaster will open a wider door 
for the gospel. 


MulH-Mllnonalra and Leader In Business. 
LYNN, Mass, Jan. 20.—Hon. John B. 


Alley, one ot Lynn's foremost and wealth- 
test citizens, died yesterday of paralysis. 
He suffered a shock two years ago, and 
had been odnflned to his bed for a year. 
Mr. Alley was a multi-millionaire, and 
had long been one of the most prominent 
business figures in Massachusetts, and 
even in the country. His abilities were 
recognized in public life, and a term in 
the governor's council in 1851, a term in 
the Massachusetts senate in 1833, a period 
In the constitutional convention of 1853, 
two years as chairman of the state central 
committee and four terms in congress, 
beginning in 1838, gave him a wide legis- 
lative experience. He was born in Lynn, 
Jan. 7,1817.

THE CHANGE IN CUBA 


Hot Viewed. Witli Pleasure by the 


Inhabitants of Habana. 


Campos Did Not Resign, but 


Was Removed. 


Insurgents Still Busily at Work In Provinces 


- Around Habana. 


HABANA, Jan. SO.—Spain's loyal sub- 


jects are less happy today than they were 
yesterday, not because of any especial 
move ou the part of the patriots, but be- 
cause of a fear that has grown wonder- 
fully that Campos' removal will not aid 
the government's cause. 


That Campos, Spain's, greatest soldier, 


the man who put an end to the 10-year 
war and who settled her troubles in the 
Bast, should fail now, is taken &a a bad 
BlgU. 


The Autonomists still believe in Cam- 


pos, 
and unhesitatingly say so. 
Senor 


Galvez, the leader of the party, says pub- 
licly: "The Autonomist party of Cuba, 
however umall a figure It may cut in 
peninsular politics, where it counts as a 
section of the Liberal party, has the proud 
honor today of repeating Its oft expressed 
confidence in General Martinez Campos; 
it believes he is the only man who can 
sustain the honor of the Spanish flag in 
the island of Guba; it believes he is the 
only man we can hope may bring about 
peace, sustaining at once the honor of 
Spain and averting the total destruction 
of property on the island. 


"We sustain him unconditionally, be* 


cause vre believe he is the only man Spain 
can have at the head of Cuban affairs 
whose presence will inspire confluence 
abroad, and especially in the United 
States, recalling tw we do a recent Madrid 
interview in which the minister of war 
laid that Campos' recall from Cuba would 
be in the eyes of the world the first signal 
of Spanish defeat." 


Cuban patriots express their sentiments 


by quoting the words uttered by General 
Campos iv few months since, when the 
name of General Weyler was first men- 
tioned ns his probable successor in Cuba. 
Ho said then: "It Weyler conies to Cuba, 
the dead will rise to fight him." 


General Campos will not accept the pres- 


idency of a supreme court of war and ma- 
tine, though he thanks the government 
lor its attentions and for the courtesies he 
received while he was captain-general. 


The New Governor. 


It Is announced that General Yaleriano 


Weyler has accepted the appointment to 
the governorship of Cuba. He will sail 
from Spain on Friday next. 
General 


Weyler will abandon the lenient policy 
toward the Insurgents and adopt a com- 
plete change of tactics. 


General Marln, governor pro tempore of 


Cuba, says that the situation is not dan- 
gerous, since the insurgents are always I 
defeated In every engagement in which 
they take part. He intends, he said, to or- 
ganize » fresh plan of campaign. 


General Campos, after surrendering the 


supreme command in Cuba to General 
Marin, made the following statement: 


"I speak because I am now ,a private 


citizen and not tho governor-general. Be 
it known that I have not resigned; the 
government has removed me, and bos 
done well, I feel a great resentment, 
caused by the conduct of the j parties in 
Cuba. Nations exercise their sovereignty 
in various ways, but the head should al- 
ways rule. 
The principle of authority 


should rise 'superior,to all else. 


"I have been opposed, because while I 


may break, I never bend. I have pre- 
vented a repetition pf the sad scenes of the 
last war, and this has been distasteful to 
the mob. 


"The situation is this: Here is a prov- 


ince, distant from the mother country, 
where the political parties by the attitude 
they are taking think to shape the policy 
of Spain.- If they shad not»&ls idea, I 
could speedily show what the. necessities 
of the situation are., 


"But they know that they would find 


me in the way if they should ask me to 
shoot 17 students (an allusion to the mas- 
sacre of students in the last war), and be- 
cause of this knowledge they conspire be- 
hind my back. 


"Yes, 
this justifies the true saying that 


Spain has lost the Americas because of the 
Spaniards themselves. 


"This is a country of shopkeepers who 


want to govern, and it is they who are 
sweeping the country to ruin. Time will 
tell If this is not so." 


Reports of Battle*, 


A report comes from Santa Clara that 


the insurgent band of Alberto and Pastor 
Rajas has made an unsuccessful attempt 
to break through the military line of La 
Trocha. This band comes from Placetas, 
and they attacked the Spanish forces near 
Las Graces. 


The insurgents have also attacked a fort 


on the plantation of Coustantla in the 
Clenfuegos district and, it is said, were 
repulsed with a loss of six killed. 


A train from Nusvitas, in the province 


of Santiago de Cuba, was dynamited by 
the insurgents and the engine destroyed. 
No details are given of the casualties. 


In Habana province the insurgents at- 


tacked a Spanish detachment at the plan- 
tation of Averhoff, near Aguacato, and 
are reported to have been repulsed with 
heavy loss. The troops had two killed and 
six wounded. 


It is also reported that Colonel Galblns 


hag fought the forces of the insurgents 
which have been in Pinar del Rio at 
Pozo Benano, north of Batabano, and on 
the railroad between that point and Ha- 
bana. The new military line, which has 
been established to keep the insurgents In 
the Yuelta Abajo district, follows this 
railroad, and it is explained that the in- 
surgents were endeavoring, though nn- 
sucoesafnlly, to break through this line. 


Maximo Gomez was reported as moving 


from Alquizar Saturday night, and at 
having slept in the bed of the Marques 
Davalns on the plantation of San Antonio. 


Further reports have now been received 


of the engagement between Colonel Gal- 
blus and the Insurgents neat Batabano. 
If, is said that the insurgent forces that at- 
tacked him were those of Gomez. The 


met the attack of the Insurgents on 


knees, and withheld their fire until 


the enemy wen within a short distance. 
The report says that the insurgents left 11 
killed on the Held and nine more wen 
found In a canefield a short distance away. 
The Spanish artillery did good execution. 
The Insurgents retreated, it is reported, 
with a numerous loss, while the loss of tha 
troops was insignificant. 


Although the report thus states that Go- 


mea was repulsed and defeated, it Is re- 
ported that he moved afterward, south of 
Malana. upon Guinea, and In the direc- 
tion of the village of San Nicolas. These 
points are eastward of the military line of 
Batabauo. and would indicate that Gome* 
was successful in his attempt to break 
through that line. 


During his operations Saturday, Gomez 


invaded Barlo and Pueblo Nuveo, which 
are in the limits of Pinur del Bio. The 
garrison made a heroic defense, and upon 
being charged with the bayonet the insur- 
gent! are reported to have retreated with 
• numerous loss. The troops lost'nine.

WASHINGTON, '96. 


The Gathering of Christian Endeavorers Prom- 


ises to Be a Grand One. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. SO.—The fourth an- 


nual convention of the local Christian 
Endeavor union closed yesterday afternoon 
with an overflowing mass meeting in Cen- 
tral hall. Enthusiasm has run high dur- 
ing the past few days, and Wasbingto- 
nians look upon the event as but a forecast 
of the international convention to be held 
here in July next. Every society In the 
district was represented at the sessions, 
and a very large number of the city's 
clergymen occupied platform seats. 


By far the most enthusiastic meeting, 


however, was the rally of the international 
convention committees held Saturday 
evening. The meeting was addressed by 
President Clark and 
Secretary Baer. 


Strong resolutions on the Armenian ques- 
tion, the saloon, Sabbath observance, etc.. 
were adopted. 


The progress reported by the "commit- 


tee of '90" indicates that the July inter- 
national convention will reach the high- 
water mark. The vast committees, com- 
posed of 8000 persons, have already begun 
work. The organization is complete and 
very soon they will undertake the detail 
work of canvassing the city for accommo- 
dations and making the assignment! of 
churches. 


The music will be led by a chorus com- 


posed of 30iX> voices, which will Include 
the entire membership of the famous 
Moody choir. This chorus will soon be 
divided into sections and rehearsing will 
commence. Already several of the largest 
hotels have been engaged by state delega- 
tions as headquarters, and the committee 
are daily in receipt of letters requesting as- 
signments for large numbers. 
Besides 


having a hotel headquarters, each state 
will have a headquarters at mie of the 
city churches. 


The churches will be kept open during 


the entire convention, and here the dele- 
gates will receive their mail and find in 
many ways home comforts. The commit- 
tee expect that, at the lowest calculation, 
60,000 delegates will be registered. Recent 
indications are that the number will be 
nearer 75,000.
